MADKTD, Sept a—Six cases of cholera 


and four deaths are reported from Novelcia, 
ten cases and four deaths at Mmiforte, and 
two deaths at Villena. The directors ol 
Alicante newspapers 
have' staled 
a 


protest against ttie action of the Govern- 
ment declaring that cholera exists in that 
city. They 
declare that 
no suspicious 


cases of sickness liave appeared;, "'era this 
week. Foieigu Consuls and local traders 
all unite in piotestiiig against the Isolation 
of the city. It is reported that Iwenty-six 
bales of rags from Frauce, smuggled into 
Novclda, caused the outbreak of cholera 
there. 
TUB rags were uurniKl yesterday. 


HOME, Sept. «.--The ottic.-ial 
bulletin 


shows the ravages o( cholera during the last 
twenty-four hours tt have been as follows: 
New cases, 144; deaths, 135. At LaSpozia, 
durir.s the past twenty-four hours, there 
were twenty-seven fresh cases ami seven 
deaths. 
During the piist twenty-four iioura 


there have been IM fresh cases and thirty- 
seven deaths at Naples. 


A royal dec«j« h.is been issued suspend- 


ing from oftici 11 duties all the Piefects and 
Syndics who instituted arbitrary local meas- 
ures against the cholera, or permmitted such 
measures to be instituted. 


The Pope has sent S3.0JO to Naples to be 


distributed among the sullerers from the 
cholera. 


The populace at Naples are now exciting 


themselves with the absurd suspicion that 
the Archbishop is in complicity with the 
physicians to jioisou them.

The elosing of all the ex- 
ecutive depaitments on the day of the 
funeral will enable a large numberof ofli- 
ciuls to he present. An effort is being made 
to secma a special train to carry these- gen- 
llemen and any other of tlie late Secretary's 
fi lends to Geneva. 


As is usual in such cases, tlie expressions 


ot grief at the death of Secietary Folger 
yestord.iy weie mingled with speculations 
as to v. lio would succeed him. While it is 
not at all unlikely that Secretary Coon may 
bis moved up a notch higher, it is more 
piobaUo tliat the President will confer the 
vacant honor upon some one of his friends 
who would be satisfied to nil so exalted a 
position, even for the few remaining months 
of his term. Richard Crowley, of Lockport, 
X. V., is the only one as yet mentioned in 
this connection.

THE SCIENTISTS. 


At the Keating of tlie American Associa- 


tion a Foreigner Gives Hl< Views as to 
the Future of the United States. 
Prm-ADKLPniA, Pa., Sept 6.—At yester- 


day's session of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Science John Bid- 
dulph Martin, of London, read a paper on 
the future of the United Slates. His main 
point was embraced in a query as" to the 
moans by which the enormous population of 
the future, which rapid occupation of our 
soil foreshadows, is to be fed. He contends 
that Great Britain would long supply a mar- 
ket for cheap American food products; that, 
as a result of railway building, we would 
have a large accretion of bona-ride railway 
securities; that the ultimate abolition of the 
National debt would create a, fnll in tlie 
lite ot interest, which would bo seriously 
felt by those dapending on fixed incomes, 
and would further result in lowering waees 
and prices gener.UIy; that the continuance 
of a large National income from customs 
duties on imports would make necessary 
this abolition, and finally that, with the in- 
crease of population 
and 
diffusion of 


wealth, individual fortunes would be less 
easily made and less opportunity given for 
gigantic operations in produce or stocks. 


In the section on geology and geography 


Prof. Hill described the original continental 
outline and fracture of the Arcadian penin- 
sula. Captain Pirn, of tlie English navy 
said he cordially agreed with Prof, llill tint 
the West India Islands belonged, geograph- 
ically and politically, to the United States, 
and he could wish Americans joy with such 
a new possession.
